management, suffers from defi¬ 
cient coordination between tow n 
agencies and is too cumbersome 
to act quickly and effectively 
when required. 

First, there is a clear lack of 
the kind of supervision neces¬ 
sary to effectively manage a mul¬ 
ti-million dollar organization. To 
a large extent, various town 
agencies and departments are in¬ 
dependent from each other and 
are not centrally supervised. 
There is no single source of au¬ 
thority to whom most town off : - 
cials must report, basically they 
are free to do as they please 
without being subject to the su¬ 
pervision of any single adminis¬ 
trator. 

•Contrary to widespread belief, 
the Selectmen do not have author¬ 
ity over many town officials and 
agencies, such as the Town 
Treasurer, the Town Clerk, the 
Planning Board and the Board of 
Assessors. The Selectmen have 
their own limited area of respon¬ 
sibility, including licensing and 
health matters and public work?, 
but their authority is much le.-s 
than generally presumed. Neither 
the Selectmen nor anyone else can 
control or supervise any elected 
agencies and officials and it fur¬ 
ther appears that none of these

Now that the six precinct meet- 
inpt have been completed I would 
■ike to report my observations to 
ne thousands who were unable 
to attend. 

N >t:'. the transition from the 
“Open form a Town meeting to 
l ” representative type, precinct 
n ’ 1 ' ting became, suposedly, a nec¬ 
essary part of our legislative pro¬ 
cedure. These meetings were in¬ 
tended to accomplish several 
goals. 

- beiieve the foremost advan¬ 
tage was to advise and discuss in 
smaller local groups the presenta-1 
tion of the various articles place! 
on the annual Town warrant, ■ 
Rather than the cumbersome j 
awkward sizes of potentially j 
large groups tryng to discuss and j 
question the merit of articles in | 
open meeting, smaller local 
groups sit down together, with 
administration, to express their 
favor, modification, or disfavor 
for legislative proposals. In small 
groups it is expected that resi¬ 
dents would feel free to ask ques¬ 
tions. The formality associated 
v.i;n large groups was tempered 
and anyone. Town meeting mem- 
bei or not, should feel at ease in 
this “home like” atmosphere. 

The precinct meetings could 
embody a second advantage which 
many do not fully realize. It must 
be understood that articles insert¬ 
ed in t he warrant by the Board of 
Selectmen, department heads, or 
In petivion, are in effect a warn¬ 
ing to the citizens that certain is- 
s;:- s w 11 be presented for action 
at the annual meeting. The Fi¬ 
nance Committe prepares an out¬ 
line of these so-called “warnings” 
whh probable cost estimates as 
we.' as their rccomfhendations, 
this does not mean that the pro- 
|K>nent of any articles may not 
have the right to change the 
amount when he makes the mo¬ 
tion on the Town meeting floor. 
Some articles, such as zoning de¬ 
scriptions, may not be changed 
at the Town meeting and must be 
•acted on as presented either 
“For or Against”. Therefore as a 
result of these local discussions ] 
alterations in proposals might i 
evolve. 

But in spite of any and all of 
the constructive advantages of 
these local meetings, what does { 
actually hapen? This of course is ' 
not news to those who attend but ' 
to the thousands who can’t find 
the time, who are not interested, 
or who put their trust in their 
representatives, the ideal situa¬ 
tion does not prevail. 

Off hand I would say that not 
more than 50% of the Town 
meeting members are present at I 
their own precinct meeting. I 
S'.' ghl.iv a hamlfull of non Town 
meeting members supplement the 
above group. The core of any pre¬ 
cinct group is the complement of 
the administrative family and 
those who aippear to harass them. 

In every ease, I would congratu¬ 
late the precinct moderators for 
their effectiveness in handling 
this situation. It should never be 
our intent to shut off discussion 
210 ' to hear both sides of any is¬ 


sue. If proponents of articles 
have an opportunity to present 
their case, then so too should op¬ 
ponents have the same opportuni¬ 
ty- This is not my issue. My issue 
is simply my opposition to the un¬ 
kind an ungentlemanly manner in 
which opponents operate. To lis¬ 
ten to their remarks would lead 
one to believe that each proponent 
has only a selfish interest in his 
issue. There have been frequent 
interruptions, name calling, exces- 
i sive shouting, and unnecessary 
! abuse. The torch carriers of this 
| torment in most every case are 
not Town meeting members, not 
Town officials, and do not reside 
1 in the precinct associated with 
| the meeting. So as the “Doney- 
; Brooks” go on between those who 
! harass and those who propose the 
local resident prerogative is 
squeezed into the background and 
the intended values of the meet¬ 
ings are lost. 

The saddest part about, the 
whole situation is the intrinsic 
abilities of those who harass are 
1 seldom directed into constructive 
channels. Therefore, their true 
talent is wasted as it becomes en¬ 
crusted with their ungentlemanli¬ 
ness.

sources of power can have im¬ 
portant influence over the oth¬ 
ers. 

Moreover, as a result of this 
situation, there is not only a lack 
of coordination, supervision and 
effort, but there is oftentimes a 
total lack of even elementary 
communication and cooperation. 
On many important issues, it 
seems that the various agencies 
of town government are either 
completely opposed to each other 
or else indifferent to the others 
problems. Each elected body 
guards its prerogatives so jeal¬ 
ously that the decision making 
process is frequently seriously 
impeded. 

Furthermore, many of the 
elected officials who have impor¬ 
tant responsibilities serve on a 
part-time basis only, which often 
means decisions will not be made 
or will be delayed or that even if 
the decisions can be made, there 
will not be sufficient time to im¬ 
plement them quickly and effec¬ 
tively. This type of management 
results in frustration on the part 
of town residents and the inabil¬ 
ity to move speedily when re¬ 
quired by the best interests of 
the Town. 

Other findings of the Com¬ 
mittee are as follows: the Select¬ 
men do not have enough time to 
carry out their duties; there is 
often too much red tape involved 
in getting routine decisions 
made; there is no one who can 
meaningfully check on the work¬ 
ing hours and performance of 
elected town officials, and some 
town officials, with impunity, do 
not take their responsibilities 
seriously or even attend meetings 
of their own agency or depart¬ 
ment. 

The Town Manager Committee 
has concluded that there is a seri¬ 
ous and obvious need to stream¬ 
line and modernize the town gov¬ 
ernment to cope with present and 
future problems. At the present 
time, Agawam has a population 
of 22,000 people and a budget ex-

Test-Water Season Ends 

Ice fishermen should note that 
March loth will be the last day 
of Vermont’s 1970 “test-water” 
ice- fishing season. The special 
season, approved by the Vermont 
Fish & Game Board under 10 
V.S.A. 4140, began on Jan. 17, 
allowing ice fishing on certain 
lakes and ponds that would other¬ 
wise he closed to fishing. 

Fish & Game Dept, personnel 
sampled fishing success by con¬ 
tacting fishermen on the ice. The 
purpose of the season is to lib¬ 
eralize winter fishing throughout 
the state on ponds and lakes 
holding trout and salmon, which 
would otherwise be' closed. For 
the five years the project has 
been in effect, no significant 
change has been noted according 
to summer surveys following the 
winter creel sampling. 

An undetermined number of 
three-year old, 10 to 15 inch, lake 
trout were stolen from an out¬ 
door raceway of the Vt. Fish & 
Game Dept.’s Salisbury Fish 
Hatchery on the evening of 
March 2nd. 

In their ‘hasty departure, the 
thieves spilled 21 trout on the 
snow. Very likely the culprits 
didn’t realize that they could be 
subject to a fine as high as $500 
under state law if they are caught 
and convicted.
